Forced Much Human Hair on Market 
—Supply Still Sufficient 

There was a noticeable increase in 
the exportation of human hair in 1912 
over that of 1911 although a compari- 
son of last year's figures w the av- 
erags for the last five years shows 2 
discrepaney muc smaller than might 
have been expected considering the 
pecullar circumstances of the last two 
years. 

A most vigorous queve cutting cam- 
paign was waged in connection with 
the revolution. Those who were un- 
willing to discard the so-called badge 
of Manchu servitude were deprived of 
it by force. This naturally caused 
the supply of human hair to become 
abnormal and prices accordingly fell, 
and as the demand at home was bris! 
the exports were per .tly increased. 
Some of the merchants kept large 
quantities of the hair, waiting for a 
rise in price, but prices fell toward 
the end of the year, as the demand 
at home diminished, and at the begin- 
ning of 1912 they had on hand a con-

Duels In France, 

A large proportion of the duels m 
France end without bloodshed. When 
the offense is not very serious it is 
agreed beforehand that the words of 
command shall be given so rapidly 
that the duelists will not have time 
to take good aim. Sometimes three 
shots are exchanged without a hit, and 
then the seconds step in and—“honor 
is satisfied.” At the word “Fire!” the 
pistol is raised instantly, and it must 
be discharged not later than the word 
“three,” so the speed with which these 
words are given regulates the time in 
which it is possible to take aim. There- 
fore the speed with which they are 
spoken is agreed upon beforehand, this 
depending upon the seriousness of the 
duel. The words are timed with a 
metronome, If the encounter be very, 
serlous this is set at the lowest speed, 
elghty beats a minute, which gives 
time for taking accurate aim, A speed 
of 140 beats a minute allows no time 
for aiming, and therefore is used when 
the seconds consider the duel should 
be made as little dangerous as pos- 
sible.—London Answers,

The attrac- 
tion of the quantity of miles in all 
suns—that is, bodies that are visible 
ito the eye or to photographic plates— 
‘is totally unable to cause these im- 
mense velocities. This shows that the 
quantity of invisible matter is far 
greater than that {n the 100,000,000 
visible bodies. The quantity of matter 
able to impart a speed of 100 to 500 
miles per second {s far beyond all im- 
agination. — Edgar Lucien Larkin in 
New York American.

‘HEWAS WITH DAMEN 


FATHER CONRARDY. HAS SPENT 
FORTY YEARS WITH THE 
LEPERS, 


Colleague and Friend of the Famouw 
Hero of Stevenson’s Essay Is A 
Striking Figure in the Ciergy—S¢ 
Far He Has Escaped Contagion 
From His Unfortunate Patients af 
Molokai. 


A remarkable personality in the 
priesthood is Hather Louis L. Conrar 
dy, missionary and medical doctor, whe 
was Father Damien's compnxura ané 
unfailing comforter in his closing days 
among the Jepers of Molokai. To 
nearly 40 years he has labored among 
these sorely-afflicted outcasts ¢f hu 
manity and is at present ‘earing for 
the lepers who are segregated on the 
Island of Shekling, in the Kwangtung 
province of China, These are between 
50,000 and 40,000 lepers in the provinces 
—10,000 in the City of Canton alone 
The Canton government is aiding him 
in the erection of large houses on the 
island to accommodate over 2,110 of 
these wretched human beings. 

Some years of Father Conrardy’s 


early ministry were spent in India 
where his attention was first Qsiwn te 
the condition of lepers. In 1887 he 
joined Father Damien at Molokai, re 
maining there until 1896, when Father

Pamphile, a brother of Father Damien, 


relieved him of his charge. He then 
went to Canton and afterwards to 
Sheklung. Four nuns care for the 
women lepers on a separate 4land, 
Father Conrardy has so far eseaped 
infection, notwithstanding the many 
years he has spent among the stricken. 
Robert Louis Stevenson, aftey his visit 
to Molokai spoke of seeing ‘‘butt ends 
of human beings lying about, almost 
unrecognizable but breathing, an ordeal 
' from which the nerves of e man’s 
spirit even as his eye quails..a pitiful 
place to visit and a hell to dwell in.’? 
Out in Canton, Father Conrardy 
gays, the condition of lepers is 10 times 
warse than in Molokai. Thi are iso- 
lated and uneared for, avoided and 
left alone — no one to feed them when 
they no longer have the eapacity to 
feed themse.ves, A jug of “sater and 
some rice is placed near them, which 
they must get as best they can, as they 
lie on their backs. Only recently, in 


one 0° the interio provinces, the sol- 
diers forced 100 lepers inte a disused 
quarry, riddled them with bullets, 


afterward drenching them with kero- 
sene and converting the shambles inte 
& dreadful holocaust.
